President 
Calls for 
Intel Czar 

Rejects 9/11 commission’s 
push for Cabinet-level chief 

WASH I N GTO N I President Bush urged creation 
of a national intelligence director Monday to 
coordinate the war on terrorism but without 
the sweeping powers for hiring, firing and 
spending at the CIA, FBI and other agencies 
recommended by the Sept. 11 commission. 

“We’re a nation in danger,” Bush said 
in a White House Rose Garden appear- 
ance where he announced his support for a 
national intelligence chief and the establish- 
ment of a national center 
to plan counterterrorism 
operations in the United 
States and abroad. 

The White House indi- 
cated Bush was close to 
naming a new CIA chief 
to succeed George Tenet, 
who left office last month. 

“I expect he’ll have more to say on that soon,” 
said spokesman Scott McClellan. 

The creation of a national intelligence 
director and counterterrorism center were 
the central recommendations of the indepen- 
dent commission to strengthen the nation’s 
fight against terrorism. 

Bush rejected the panel’s recommenda- 
tion that the director control all intelligence 
budgets, and have the authority to choose 
who would lead the CIA, FBI and other intel- 
ligence agencies. The president also turned 
aside the commission’s idea for placing both 
the counterterrorism center and the director 
within the White House, terence hunt (ap)

NEW YORK I Financial employees 
threaded through concrete barri- 
ers and around machine gun-toting 
police officers as they returned to 
work Monday following a govern- 
ment warning that terrorists may 
be planning to strike “iconic” finan- 
cial institutions. 

Police closed several streets in 
midtown Manhattan and banned 
trucks from bridges and tunnels 
leading to Wall Street after the 
government described possible 
threats to businesses and banks 
in New York City, Washington, 
D.C., and Newark, N. J. 

Workers on Wall Street showed 
little concern, saying terror alerts 
and heavy security have become a 
part of life. 

“You gotta go to work; you can’t 
stay home all day,” said Daniel 
Brown, 26, as he arrived at the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


The government named 
the stock exchange, along with 
Citigroup Inc. headquarters in New 
York, the International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank build- 
ings in Washington, D.C., and the 
Prudential Financial Inc. building 
in Newark as possible targets.

Hacking’s Spouse Arrested 


Missing Utah womans 
husband behind her 
death, poliee believe 

SALT LAKE CITY | Police arrested 
the husband of a missing preg- 
nant woman Monday on a charge 
of aggravated murder, saying they 
had enough evidence even though 
her body has not been found. 

Lori Hacking disappeared July 
19, when Mark Hacking told author- 
ities she failed to return from an 
early morning jog. Since then, the 
husband’s timeline and credibility 
have slowly unraveled. 

Police Chief Rick Dinse said 
investigators have “the instru-

ment of death” but would not say 
what that was. He said investigators 
believe Lori Hacking was killed in 
her apartment. 

“We believe that Mark Hacking 


is responsible for her disappearance 
and her death,” Dinse said. 

Formal charges have not been 
filed against Hacking, 28. Bylaw, 
prosecutors have 72 hours to file 
formal charges or release him. 

D. Gilbert Athay, an attorney 
hired by Hacking’s family, refused 
comment. Messages left by The 
Associated Press for Lori’s father 
and Hackings’ family members were 
not immediately returned. 

Detectives believe 27-year- old 
Lori Hacking’s body is in a county 
landfill, where exhaustive search- 
es using cadaver dogs have come 
up empty. Investigators plan to 
resume their search this week.

Archivists Trying to Save JFK Tape 


DALLAS I Archivists are trying to 
preserve and copy the only known 
sound recording ofthe gunshots that 
killed President John F. Kennedy in 
1963— a recording that has fueled 
conspiracy theories. 

The recording, made by a police 
motorcycle radio, is now too frag- 
ile to be played and has never been 
authentically copied, officials 
said. Researchers at the National 
Archives in Washington hope opti- 
cal scanning will help. 

For years researchers have 


studied inferior copies of the 
recording. 

Some say the recording reveals 
three shots were fired and Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone; oth- 
ers say they can hear four shots 
and conclude Oswald was aided 
by a second gunman. 

Gary Mack, curator of the Sixth 
Floor Museum at Dealey Plaza, near 
where the shooting took place, said 
the recording might “resolve part 
of the Kennedy assassination, one 
way or the other.” (ap) 


Maggots 
Making a 
Comeback 

Tiny creatures used as 
medical device to help 
clean stubborn wounds 

WAS H I N G TO N I Think of these wrig- 
gly little creatures not as, well, gross, 
but as miniature surgeons: Maggots 
are making a medical comeback, 
cleaning out wounds that just 
won’t heal. 

Wound- care clinics around the 
country are giving maggots a try on 
some of their sickest patients after 
high-tech treatments fail. 

It’s a therapy quietly championed 
since the early 1990s by a California 
physician who’s earned the nick- 
name Dr. Maggot. But Dr. Ronald 
Sherman’s maggots are getting 
more attention since they recently 
became the first live animals to win 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
approval — as a medical device to 
clean out wounds. 

Maggots remove the dead tis- 
sue that impedes healing “mechan- 
ically,” the FDA determined — by 
chewing. 

Sherman’s research shows that 
in the two to three days they live in 
a wound, maggots also produce sub- 
stances that kill bacteria and trigger 
growth of healthy tissue, (ap)

U.N. Airlifts Food to Darfur 

The United Nations began air-drops 
of food into Sudan’s conflict-ridden 
Darfur region, a U.N. agency said 
Monday. The World Food Program 
said that it had dropped 22 tons of 
food supplies in its first round of 
airdrops to help more than 70,000 
people displaced by the 17-month 
conflict. The agency has said the 
effort in Darfur may exceed the 
Berlin airlift of the late 1940s. (ap)

Mass Graves Found After 
Fighting in Rebel-Held North 

A U.N. team has found three mass 
graves with nearly 100 bodies from 
a firefight last month between 
rebel factions, the world body said 
Monday. Rebel officials previously 
said only 22 died during the July 20 - 
21 fight between two rival insurgent 
leaders in the north. Rebels have 
controlled the north since France 
brokered a January 2003 peace deal 
to end the country’s civil war. (ap) 

RUSSIA 

Demonstrators Protest Bill 
To Swap Benefits for Cash 

Hundreds of mostly elderly and poor 
Russians demonstrated in Moscow 
Monday against legislation that 
would strip away treasured Soviet- 
style benefits such as free transporta- 
tion and health care, replacing them 
with cash payments. It was the sec- 
ond major protest against the bill, 
which has sparked heated debate.

U.S. refutes document 
linking Colombia’s 
president to drug lords 

BOGOTA, COLOMBIA I The United 
States rushed to the defense of 
President Alvaro Uribe Monday 
after a recently declassified 1991 
U.S. intelligence report linked him 
to powerful drug traffickers. 

“We completely disavow the alle- 
gations about Uribe. It’s not cred- 
ible information,” State Department 
spokesman Robert Zimmerman 
said Monday, noting that Uribe 
has a record of strong opposition 
to drug trafficking. 

“No conclusions can be drawn 
from it,” added Lt. Col. Chris 
Conway, a Pentagon spokesman, 
who said the report was raw, 
uncorroborated information from a 
single source. 

The document was prepared by 
the Defense Intelligence Agency 
when Uribe was a senator. It was 
released Monday by the National 
Security Archive, a private research 
group in Washington that pushed 
to make the document public. 

The report placed Uribe as 
No. 82 on a list of 104 “important 
Colombian drug traffickers” and 
said he had close ties to the pow-

2 Held in Probe 
Of Paraguay Fire 

Market owners questioned after 318 die in blaze 


ASUNCION, PARAGUAY | Investigators 
scoured the charred rubble of a 
supermarket Monday after survivors 
said locked doors impeded the escape 
of shoppers from a fire that killed at 
least 318 people in Paraguay’s worst 
disaster in decades. 

President Nicarno Duarte called 
for an exhaustive investigation into 
Sunday’s blaze. Authorities said they 
detained two owners of the super- 
market pending an investigation of 
the fire. The father and son team 
vehemently denied survivor claims 
that the doors were locked to pre- 
vent looting. 

Rescue efforts continued Monday 
but workers were entering with cau- 
tion because they feared the badly 
damaged building could collapse, 


said Police Chief Aristides Cabral. 

Authorities said they still had not 
concluded what caused the blaze. 

Attorney General Oscar Latorre 
called on more survivors to come 
forward with their accounts of 
what happened. “We need people 
to come forward and give testimo- 
ny to help us get to the bottom of 
this,” he said. 

In Washington, President Bush 
on Monday offered his condolenc- 
es to the people of Paraguay. “The 
United States Embassy in Asuncion 
and other United States government 
agencies are working closely with 
Paraguayan officials to identify the 
emergency assistance that we can 
provide,” White House press secre-

Mexico’s PRI Set

TIJUANA, MEXICO I Mexico’s former 
ruling party appeared to have sur- 
vived a strong challenge in a key 
southern state and to have won a 
stunning upset in Tijuana, according 
to election returns on Monday.

Added security after 
threats may last into 
2005, Ramsey warns 

WAS H I N GTO N I More police and secu- 
rity guards were visible Monday as 
the capital responded to the threat 
of an attack on the nation’s finan- 
cial sectors. 

The threats prompting the ele- 
vated Code Orange warning level 
have not mentioned a specific time- 
frame, but D.C. Police Chief Charles 
Ramsey said his officers were pre- 
pared to maintain an added pres- 
ence at least through the Nov. 2 
general election. 

He warned it might be neces- 
sary to continue the Code Orange 
response through January’s presi- 
dential inaugural or beyond. 

“We’re worried about safety and 
security, not expense,” said Ramsey, 
who vowed to keep neighborhoods 
protected as well. 

While the facilities of the 
World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund were the only insti- 
tutions in D.C. specifically named 
in the threat, security is also being 
bolstered at several other financial 
institutions. 

Several departments, includ- 
ing the MPD and the U.S. Capitol 
Police, canceled days off and extend- 
ed shifts to increase the number of 
officers available, derrillholly(ap) 


WASHINGTON! Specialized units of 
Metro’s transit police were deployed 
Monday to secure the subway, fol- 
lowing warnings this week of pos- 
sible terrorist attacks on financial 
institutions downtown, near some 
of Metro’s busiest stops. 

Special response teams, outfitted 
with machine guns and bulletproof 


vests, were patrolling both stations 
and trains “looking for anything 
that might be considered suspi- 
cious,” said Metro spokeswoman 
Lisa Farbstein. 

Explosive detection units with 


bomb -sniffing dogs also were sent 
out, and bathrooms at stations in 
the District were temporarily closed 
to the public.

Kevin Zeese, national spokesman 
for Nader for President 2004, said 
that by the end ofthe day Monday, the 
campaign expected to have submit- 
ted signatures to qualify for the ballot 
in 13 states, not counting as many as 
seven states where Nader may run as 
a Reform Party candidate. 

Nader got about 3 percent of the 
vote when A1 Gore won the pres- 
idential balloting in Maryland 
four years ago with 57 percent of 
the vote. President Bush finished 
at 40 percent. 

Asked what the impact will be of 
a Nader candidacy in Maryland this 
year, Matthew Crenson, political sci- 
ence professor at Johns Hopkins 
University, said, “Nothing.” (ap)

No More Fun ’N Gun for Ramsey 


Redskins quarterback adjusts to Gibbs’ offense 


R E D S K I N S I Before he could learn Joe 
Gibbs, Patrick Ramsey had to get 
Steve Spurrier out of his system. 

The departed coach from Florida 
had Ramsey holding the ball high, 
right at the shoulder pads, when 
dropping back to pass. And the 
way Spurrier taught his quarter- 
backs to read defenses was unique 
in the NFL. 

“That’s the way it goes in this 
league — that’s what I’m learning,” 
Ramsey said. 

Ramsey knows he has to learn 
quickly. Gibbs, known to pre- 
fer veterans, replaced Spurrier 
in January and promptly traded 
for Mark Brunell, who signed a 
seven-year, $43 million contract. 
Ramsey was taken aback and ini- 
tially demanded a trade, relent- 
ing after Gibbs assured him there 
would be an open and fair compe- 
tition at camp. 

Gibbs appears to be keeping his 
word. The work has been evenly 
divided among Brunell, Ramsey 
and Tim Hasselbeck during the 
first three days of full pads at 
Redskins Park, although Brunell 
usually goes first. Gibbs said he 


won’t decide on a starter until the 
final week of preseason. 

There are no hints as to an early 
leader from the first few practices, 
which have been very ragged. The 
occasional good throw downfield 
stands out only because of the fum- 
bled snaps and wayward incomple- 
tions in between. In fact, the only 
quarterback Gibbs has made a point 
to praise is Hasselbeck. 

Unlike Spurrier with his “fun ’n 
gun,” Gibbs’ first point of emphasis 
on offense is protecting the quarter- 
back. Gibbs also likes to run the ball, 
a game plan reinforced by the block- 
buster trade for Clinton Portis. 

Ramsey doesn’t speak ill of 
Spurrier, but it’s clear he likes 
this system better. Asked how he 
well he could have played last year 
with Gibbs’ protection schemes 
and Clinton Portis in the back- 
field, Ramsey answered “No com- 
ment” — his dramatic pause and 
accompanying smile spoke volumes.

Lesnar quits wrestling 
to try out for Vikings 
during training camp 

FOOTBALL | The money, glamour and 
perks provided by Brock Lesnar’s 
lifestyle as a professional wrestler 
just weren’t bringing him happi- 
ness, so he decided to leave. 

Now the former World Wrestling 
Entertainment champion who per- 
formed with the moniker “The Next 
Big Thing” is trying to make a new 
name for himself — in the NFL. 

Lesnar hasn’t played football 
since 1995, when he was a high 
school senior in Webster, S.D. But 
his brawn, quickness and tenac- 
ity were enough to convince the 


Minnesota Vikings he was worth 
signing and bringing to training 
camp as a defensive tackle. 

“All I can ask for is the opportu- 
nity,” said Lesnar. 

The wrestling tour kept Lesnar 
on the road about 280 days a year, 
taking him to all 50 states and 30 
countries. Staying at home in the 


Midwest and being a father to his 2- 
year-old daughter are more impor- 
tant to him now, though, than the 
millions he left on the table. 

“Money’s just money,” he said. 
“I’ve been a poor dairy farmer in 
western South Dakota, and I’ve 
been a millionaire.

Apple Computer has taken a 
step in the right direction with its 
AirPort Express — a device that’s 
an access point, print server, range 
extender and media adapter all in 
one. 

Though not the first to combine 
functions, it breaks new ground by 
merging so many into such a small, 
portable unit. The $129 gadget, 
which works both with Windows 
and Mac PCs, is slightly chunkier 
than a deck of cards — smaller than 
the power adapters of most other 


wireless gear. 

The whole unit simply plugs into 
the wall socket. 

It’s also the first media adapt- 
er to stream copyright-protected 
music purchased from Apple’s 
popular iTunes Music Store. That 
means tunes no longer have to be 
burned to a CD to be enjoyed in a 
room where there isn’t a comput- 
er.

If you’ve already got an AirPort 
base station, AirPort Express can 
be used to extend the existing net- 
work’s range. 

Besides streaming 
music, AirPort Express 
also has a universal serial 
bus port that can be used 
to plug in a USB printer. 
That means the printer 
no longer has to be teth- 
ered to the desk but can 
be placed anywhere in 
the range of the wire- 
less signal. 

It also means any net- 
worked computer — Mac or PC 
_ — can then share the printer.

WHAT IT IS: A brand-new luxury 
gym/spa with every decadent perk 
you can fathom — but no initiation 
or membership fees. Instead, you 
ante up per class, personal-train- 
ing session or indulgence.

Most prices go 
down if you spring for a package deal. 
Spa treatments are also available 
($140for a seaweed wrap, $95 for a 
beta hydroxy facial). 

WHAT IT ISN’T: A place where you 
can walk in, pay and sample swanky 
equipment while watching Katie, Matt 
and Al. The gym is for those who’ve 
scheduled sessions with on-staff 
personal trainers ($50for 25 minutes). 

CLASSES: Currently on a condensed 
schedule of yogaand pilates, 
SomaFit’s dance card will fill up come 
September. One class is $20; price 


per class goes down to $16 if you sign 
upfor20. We sampled the Ashtanga 
Yoga Mixed Level class (Thursday, 

6 p.m.-7 p.m.), held in an uber-zen 
studio with avocado-hued mats. 
Ashtangaforces bodies into an array 
of contortions that improve blood 
flow and trimthefat. While breathing 
intensely and jumping around the mat, 
you’ll stretch, strengthen and maybe 
topple over.

Schizophrenia From Flu? 


MENTALILLNESSIA new study adds 
more evidence to a body of research 
that suggests the children of some 
women who get the flu while preg- 
nant are at higher risk of develop- 
ing schizophrenia. The latest study 
indicated that those who had the flu 
during the first half of pregnancy 
were three times more likely than 
non-infected women to have chil- 


dren who developed schizophre- 
nia later in life. The findings sug- 
gest one more reason for pregnant 
women to get a flu shot. 

The researchers emphasized that 
the overall risks are still quite small. 
Only about 1 percent of the U.S. 
population has schizophrenia. The 
study appeared in August’s Archives 
of General Psychiatry, (ap)

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‘American Candidate’ 
is the political system 
writ small and weird 

TELEVISION I If the chief qualifica- 
tion for the American presidency 
is the desire to be on TV, then the 
adage that anyone can be president 
becomes more terrifying than inspir- 
ing — it means every reality-TV wan- 
nabe who equates mass exposure 
with achievement has a shot at the 
highest office in the land. 

So “American Candidate” has 
come to pass. In the game show cur- 
rently airing on Showtime, partici- 
pants vie for a prize at once monu- 
mental and illusory: Having what 
it takes means a nice parting gift, 
not an office in the West Wing. The 
real-life campaign game isn’t exactly 
a meritocracy, but, fortunately, jump- 
ing through hoops on prime-time is 
still not a path to power. 

Still, it’s touching to see the now- 
nine contestants take the scramble 
so seriously, and astonishing how 
quickly they’ve adopted the instincts 
and rhetoric of politicking. Many 
of them were already activists, 
while others took up platforms 
with the expedience of pageant 
contestants. 

Especially poignant this week 
was watching the slow- motion car 
wreck of Chrissy Gephardt’s cam- 
paign. Congressman Richard’s pret- 
ty, personable, openly gay daughter

deployed one misfire after another 
on her way to being axed. (“You’re 
off the ballot” intoned host Montel 
Williams, hilariously.) 

While Gephardt and her cam- 
paign manager waited ditheringly 
for an endorsement from a real, live 
Kennedy (Patrick), gay-rights activ- 
ist and former Clinton administra- 
tion special assistant Keith Boykin 
shot out thousands of expert press 
releases, to Gephardt’s fury. 

Assigned to hold rallies (the one 
who puts the fewest butts on seats 
is “off the ballot”), the contestants 
took to the streets, while Gephardt 
waited for her connections to fill 
the hall. Joyce Riley, a nice old lady 
whose platform is veterans’ rights, 
bleated to passersby that she would 
reveal the contents of “a secret docu- 
ment on Agent Orange.” With only 
seven hours to gather a crowd, Riley 
came in fifth. 

Gephardt’s most depress- 
ing move, however, came in her 
final “debate.” Asked to speak on 
a pet issue, Gephardt practically 
announced that she was vigor- 
ously in favor of late-term abor- 
tions. The “front-runner,” silver- 
haired smoothie Park Gillespie, 
quietly tore her — he’s the father 
of a five -week premature daugh- 
ter. Gephardt’s only recognizably 
political statement in her entire 
dog’s dinner of a campaign was 
her claim to regret nothing, and 
that, too, was wrong. 

Chrissy Gephardt’s dismiss- 
al clears the path for the “real” 
Americans to climb the greasy 
pole to nowhere. Which maybe the 
point. After all, she was a ringer, and 
without her, the show declares its 
premise loud and clear: In America, 
anyone can grow up to be on tele- 
vision. ARION BERGER

DAVID GERMAIN (AP) 
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TUNING UP I The debut CD of 
California rock band Rooney was 
languishing. In January, without a 
hit single, the self-titled album had 
fallen off the Billboard 200 chart. 

Then the band appeared on 
the hit TV show “The O.C.” on 
Fox. The band played two songs 
in a plotline involving the charac- 
ters’ trip to a Rooney concert. The 
TV program kickstarted a chain 
of events in which the album re- 
entered the charts and sales ulti- 
mately doubled. 

Fox’s frothy intergenerational 
soap opera showcased alterna- 
tive rock throughout its first sea- 
son, playing music by bands that 
are obscure by the usual network- 
television standards. 

For the show’s second season, 
bands are eagerly lining up for 


spots on the soundtrack and on 
camera. 

For TV producers, the use of hip 
artists such as Interpol, Fountains 


of Wayne and Joseph Arthur has 
become an inexpensive way to con- 
fer a high degree of coolness upon a 
program. The point isn’t corporate 


synergy: Most of the bands’ labels 
aren’t affiliated with the show’s net- 
work or production company. 

The makers of “The O.C.” say 


they began including relatively 
obscure music for a simple rea- 
son: It’s what they listen to. Series 
creator and executive producer Josh 
Schwartz said he chose the music 
himself to fit the mood of various 
scenes until the show hired a music 
supervisor, Alexandra Patsavas, to 
keep the musical pipeline full. 

Next season, Mr. Schwartz says 
“The O.C.” is adding a new set to the 
program, a venue called the Bait 
Shop. Patsavas has already lined up 
bands — including Modest Mouse, 
The Killers and The Walkmen — 
for Bait Shop performances next 
season. 

“The O.C.” may have created a 
new genre. This fall. Time Warner 
Inc.’s WB network will launch “The 
Mountain.” Lew Goldstein, the WB’s 
CO -president of marketing, calls the 
show “a ‘Dynasty ’-type soap that 
takes place on a [ski] mountain.” 
The show’s creators have hired 
Patsavas to oversee music; she 
has already secured the rights to 
one song ... by Death Cab for Cutie.

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New ‘Doom on Its Way 


VIDEO GAMES I Marty Stratton has 
already blasted dozens of flame - 
tossing imps, flying skulls and other 
nightmarish demons from another 
dimension. But more keep spawn- 
ing in flashes of yellow light. 

“This is where it really starts 
getting scary,” said the Id Software 
game developer upon entering a new 
level of “Doom 3” where massive hell 


knights lob deadly balls of energy 
against a backdrop of shimmer- 
ing lava pools and torches made of 
corpses. “I don’t know how many 
times I’ve been through hell but it 
just freaks me out.” 

Four years after setting out 
to remake one of the most popu- 
lar and violent video games ever, 
Stratton and the rest of the crew at 


Id are finally done with their latest 
vision of hell. 

“Doom 3” hits store shelves 
today, though there were reports 
of some retailers breaking a mid- 
night sales embargo and of pirated 
copies already being distributed for 
free on the Internet. 

The $55 sequel typifies the first 
person shooter genre Id pioneered

in the early 1990s with the original 
“Doom,” “Quake” and “Wolfenstein 
3D”: gamers run and gun through 
hordes of monsters or other enemies 
in three dimensions. 

In “Doom 3” you are a marine 
on a martian outpost that becomes 
a gateway to hell after a series of 
top secret experiments involving 
ancient alien artifacts. 

With shotguns, rocket launch- 
ers, lasers and grenades, you alone 
must fend off a menagerie of beasts 
and possessed base workers.

DOCUMENTARY I In “Family 
Undertaking” on “POV” (1 a.m., 
PBS), filmmaker Elizabeth Westrate 
offers an informative, moving look 


at the home -funeral movement. 

Used to be, when a loved one 
died, the family made a coffin, 
laid out the body in the front par- 


lor and buried it in the family plot.

I was surprised to see very little 
security presence on the Metro 
today. Instead, the trains were 
slow and overcrowded. Is the gov- 
ernment planning on adding extra 
security? 

Transit officials say they haven’t 
yet repaired the damage caused by 
last week’s flooding to crucial elec- 
tronics in the Silver Spring station, 
and that’s creating problems that 
are reverberating up and down the 
Red Line. Transit police have been 
sweeping stations this morning with 
explosive-sniffing canines, especial- 
ly the two stations in close prox- 
imity of the D.C. targets — Foggy 
Bottom and Farragut West on the 
Orange/Blue Lines. 

Could you explain the deci- 
sion-making process within the 
Washington Post when it came 
to reporting the story about the 
PayDay woman?
